Prior to Hathcock's present occupation, he was the 
jr of the Adventurers Corner, a shop at the corner 
ol SdThrfft and La Brea, Los Angeles, which sold articles from 
all over the world and was an unofficial gathering place for 
adventurers in this area. 

Shortly after the Bay of Pigs Invasion In Cuba, 

Watley, who Hathcock had not seen for some time, came Into 
the Adventurers Comer and gave Hathcock a shoulder patch 
__^^hat had a skull and cross-bones on It plus the words, 

\*HBrlgada_IntetTia^onale''. Watley told Hathcoc^ that he had 
been in Guatemala Instructing troops down there and that he 
had pulled out a week or two prior to the Bay of Pigs 
Invasion ana had not partlclpatea In the Invasion.

Hathcock did not see Watley again until about 
seven or eight months ago when he came to Hathcock's office 
with two other men, all three of wnom wem wearing green fatigues 
and one of the men was wearing a "mohawk" hair cut.

261-8911 and Hathcock does not know where he Is now 
employed. He last saw Hall about two weeks ago when he came

Hathcock reiterated that both men are antl-communlst 
and very strongly antl-Castro.
